Ind it may 
be underſtood foure wayes; that is to ſap, ot th 
laſt Judgement,ofthe Davioz comming into this 
earthip'wotld, reconciling the Sinner, and calling 
to glozp, All which are manifeſted bp the readings 
and Goſpels'whtch are then recited on the Sun⸗ 
dapts in Advent. 
Why che Church keeperh che memoriall of theſe Feaſts, 
and hy they are ca led moveable. 
CeEpinageſiwa is ſo called, becauſe it contained 70 
daypes : fo: it beginneth à dom. nica in qua cadit 
Alle luja, aud is extended àd diem dominicam in albis 
The Church celebzateth this Feaſt in temem⸗ 
bzance of the 70. peeres wherein the Chi lden of 
Urael lived tn captiuitie in Babylon. & he fürſt Suns 
day tn Lent, is called Quadiagehma, becauſe that 
from this Sundap Vſque ad cœnam Domisr, att con⸗ tl) 
tained fozty dapes, and the celebꝛat ion of this fcalt 
is kept, as a memoztail that Molcs faſted 40. day£s 
when he received the Decalogue: 02 elle becauls 
Chrilt faſted 40. dapcs, and overeame the tempta⸗ 
tions of the Devill. Paſcha (ſaith Saint Hic) *) 
Hebraice dicitur Phaſe, non 2 paſſione (ut plc que 


arbitrantur) led à tranfitu nominatur: becauſe - he _ by: 
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burch ſolemntzeth this Fealt in remembꝛante 
hat C hꝛiſt dyed, and roſe agatne,and ther by paſ= 
Ing from death to life, made (as noteth Saint 
\ugaſtine) a wap foz us that belceve his Refurre= 
tion ; that we alſo may paſle from death ts life ac⸗ 
oꝛding tothe ſaying of our Lozd; Qui credit in me 
ranſit a morte ad vitam. The Sunday going befoz8 
Rogatiozum jejunium, is commonly called Rogation 
Sunday, foz that the Church (at this time) was 
wont to uſe Pꝛoceſſions, and (therewith) Pꝛap⸗ 
ers ok thankſgiving to God foz the Frurts then 
growing upon the earth, with inter ceſſion foz the 
urther blefling thereof to perfect ripenes foz mans 
behoofe. Some ſuppole that theſe P;ocefſions 
(row called perambulations) were uſcd yeerelp, 
foz the better continuance of the knowledge of the 
limits and out=-bounds between Parilh a Pariſh, 
Pentccolſt is as much to lap, as the ſpace of fiftte 
dayes, becauſe that betweene Eaſter day 4 Mhit= 
{undap (incluivelp) are 50. dapes. The Church 
continueth the lolemnity cf this Feaſt in remem= 
bzance of the 4 aw given to Moſes by God upon the 
tp Mountain, on the 50. day after the departure 
of the Childꝛen of llrael out of Egypt. Ind toz that 
the Holy Ghoſt (in viſibte gue of firp rongues) 
came downe (as on this dap) upou the Apolties; 
this day was called (in the language of our great 
G1andfather) Mit ſunday. 
' | Iherzalon why thcie Feaſts are ſaid to be 
moveable. 

Thele Feaſts are tearmed moveable, becauſe 
they follow the Pzimations and courſe of the 
$one, and thercfoze have not Cannuailp) any 
ted oz ſtanding place in thc Kalender.

] Ohn Steffler (the Phenix of Aſtrologians of his 
1 time) In Calend. Rom. prop. 21. ſetteth downe 
this difference betweene the fixed oz ſanding 
Feaſts (ſaith be) Nu lum continent in ſe myſter:un, 
aut Sacramentum; but onelp cont inue the remem⸗ 
bꝛauce of a thing on that dap done. But the mobe⸗ 
able Feaſts (ober and above the memoziall ofa 
thing done) habear in ſe myſterium aliquod ; ſo that 
beſides that, thep alſo beare the type oz figure ofa 
thing paſt, oꝛ to come. The dap of Thziſts Mati⸗ 
vitte, potateth at nothing to come, but ſheweth 
onely that Chꝛiſt on that day, viz. the 28. of De- 
cembe was bozn, Non ergo celebratur ob Sacramen- 
rum. But the Feaſt of Eaſter, over and beſldesa 
thing on that dap done, (hoc eſt) immolationens agn! 
eo dic factam, habet in fe arcanum & Sacramentum, 
becauſe it was a figure of a thing to come :namely 
the offering up of Chziſt his mot bleſſed body up⸗ 
on the Crolle, fo: the Redemption of manktnd,and 
a repꝛelentation ofa thing paſt, to wit, the delive⸗ 
rance of the Thyild:en of ttvac] out of captivity un⸗ 
der Pharaoh in Egypt.
